within the Realme of England, and dominion of Wales.

Hereas heretofore many ſhewes and pre- 


S|| tentes haue bene made from time to time, that Starch might and 
ſhouldbe made ofcleaneBzanne, oꝛ ot muſty , vnſauoury and vn. 
holſome Cone vnfit foz mans food, oz of ſome rootes oꝛ other 
things that were not of the nature of food, By meanes whereof, 
Licence and Toleration hath ſometimes bene ginen fo: the ma⸗ 
king of the ſame within this Kingdome, both in our owne time, 
and in the time of the late Quecne Elizabeth, of famous memoꝛie de- 
tiled, And bene lit and commoditie hath and might ſtill haue redounded vnto Us,ourheires 
ad licceſſours , by the voluntary contributions of the makers of Starch within our 
kams, if we would haue tontinued the ſame Toleration: But it hath appeared vnto Us 
"Crtificats from diners parts of this our Realme, eſpecially in the late times of Dearth 
dſcarſitie of Cone. that ſuch makers of Starch did waſte and conſume wheat, Meale, 
faber, aud other like ſtuffe, good and wholeſome foꝛ the ſuſtenance of our louing Subiects, 
itataboundance : And it is ſtill manifeſt by dayly erperiente, that though perhaps they 
lehmetunes a little cleane Bꝛanne oꝛ vnwholeſome Coꝛne, vet it turnes all but to deteipt, 
led but as a tolour , whileſt they make indeed the great maſſe of their Starch ol good 
Wperkett wheat. Therefoꝛe, as ſoone as Wee were certainely inkoꝛmed that this new, 
n, ſuperfluous and hurtfull pꝛactiſe of Starch making could not be tontinued in this dur 
me, without the intolerable loſſe aud waſte of ſo neceſſary a ſuſtenance of life, as is 
Met which in the times ol greateſt plentie is by a pꝛouident Pꝛinte to be pꝛeſerued, aſwell 
lheppelent ble, as foꝛ pꝛouiſion againſt Dearth and ſcarcitie, which is euer to be feared, and 
hereof wee haut had ſo late and grieuous experience.) 


F where We were further allo inkoꝛmed by like Certificats, that the making of Starch 

pwith it an other effect of as ill conſequence as the fozmer, by infecting the aire with a 

jeſent foꝛ a great diſtante round about the places where the ſame was made, Soas 
toneetuedtobe no ſmallcauſe ofthe bꝛeeding and nouriſhingof theplague, which hath 
f fflicted this our Realme. When thele things (as Wee haue ſaid) appeared vnto Us, 
take it to be a neteſſary care and duety belonging vnto Us and our Crowne, tore- 
f great an enoꝛmitie, being apparantly malum in ſe. And therefoze Wee did with all con- 
itſpeed by our Pꝛoclamation, bearing date the tenth day of Jannarpy laſt, ſtraitly charge 
n jand all maner of perſons whatſoeuer, Licenced oꝛ vn Licenced, that they ſhould 
alter certaine times now paſt, foꝛbeare to make any Starch within this our Kealme 
cat, Rubbles of Wheat, Pollard, Bꝛanne, oꝛ any other ſtuffe oꝛ ſtuffes whatſoeuer, as 
d pꝛoclamation map appeare, Neuerthelelle, wee are certainely inloꝛmed, That 
re in Lox» 0x, and the Suburbs thereof, and in diuers other parts of this our 
me, jndzy perſons that til continue the making of Starch in high tontempt of Us and 
Mad pꝛoclamation: z9hich their tontempts though they tan no way bee excuſed) yet 
chat deſire by all meancs, alwel to guide and direct our Subiects to their due obediente, 
eq e the ſame at their hands, ) haue thought fit in one onely direct and plainz 19207 
n, to expꝛeſſe our Selfe in this behalfe, That neither by varietic of PÞ2oclamations, 
1 dlerations oꝛ diſtinctions of perſons oz times any pꝛetente of ignoꝛante, doubtfull 
ſt ding, 02 other excuſe may bee made, either by the offendours themlelues, o2by the 
wofthe Peace, oꝛ other Officers that are to looke to the execution of our Pꝛotlamatton 

b ehalfe, And therefoꝛe hauing Fully reſolued, that it is very requitite ( fo2 the cauſes 
Mentioned, and to take away alt ſhifts and euaſions whatſoeuer ) abſolutely to iup- 

mdbaniſh the making of Starch in all places of this our Realme of England, «nd do⸗ 
| ofwales whereſoeuer, alwell of wheat, Flowꝛe, Meale, rubbles of Wheat and Bꝛan, 
ots o any other ſtuffe whatſoeuer : 

x doe now once againe ſignific Our pleaſure touching the lame, to all our louing Sub⸗ 

x this Our Pꝛoclamation, Willing, and ſtraitly charging and commanding all and 
er ol perſons whatſoeuer, that they doe not at any time hereafter make, o2cauſe to be 
nymaner of Starch, of any ſtufe whatloeuer within this Our Realme and Domint- 

ndfurther, that they noꝛ any of them doe at any time hereafter, ſell oꝛ vtter, oꝛ cauſe to 
9bttered to any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, any ſuch Starch ſo to be made within 

0 MReaine o Dominion. Andfurthermoze, fozalinuch as it is found by experience, 

aipeciall and chiefe cauſe of the dayly tontempts heretofoꝛe committed in this behalfe, 

herne occaſioned aſwell by Grocers,Chandlozs, and the line Retaylozs, as by other per⸗ 

g Jobuy ofthe Makers verycheape,and thereof make great gaine , and foꝛ their gaine 
Mage and imboldenthe Makers and conueyours, (Who being needy and meane perſons 
red with ſmall pzofit,eſpecially, When they are put in hope of elcape oꝛ impunttie by per⸗ 
0 better condition, ) wee doe therefoze hereby will and require, and ſtraitly charge and 

n d, not onely all and ſinguler Grocers, Chandlers,Retailers,and all maner of perſons 

he buying and ſelling x trading of Starch in any ſoꝛt howſoeuer but alſo al and linguler 

dur louing Subietts of what qualitie oꝛ condition ſotuer, within our laid Realme and 
mon: That they and eneryof them doe Hercaftcr vtterly fozbeare audrefraine from 
4 Nauling to be bonght either directly oꝛ ind.xccly,ſccretly o2 orenly am Starch what⸗ 


" ving the lame to be made within our ſaid Realme oz Dominion, contrary to this 
| | walland royall pleaſure hereby ſignified vnto them as afozeſaid, And if any perſon 
whe deuer, (hail doe oꝛ pꝛeſume to doe any thing againſt this our Pꝛotlamation o2 
hereof, wee doe hereby let them know that we are fully reſolued,and doe intend to 
a inſt all e euery ſuch offendour and offendours withſeneritie as ſhal befit the great 
elrcontempts, inamatterſo apparantly tending to the publique good and benefit of 
n on wealth. And wee doe further by thele pꝛelents ſtraitly charge and command 
gt ler Juſtices of peace, Matiozs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs 
4 our Officers and loning ſubiects whatſoeuer, vpon paine ofour indignation and 
lealure, That they and euery of them within their ſeuerall pzecincts doe from time 
dat al times hereafter carefully and diligently ſee,and take oꝛder that this our roy- 
na ndement be in all points fully and ſtrictly obſerued and obeyed, andthat neither 
A them doe, oꝛ ſhallſuffer any perſon oz perſons within their ſeuerall pzecinctsto 
doe any thing contrary therennto : but that they doe from time to time by all fit 
| the ſearch and inquirie, what perſon oz perſons ſhall offend againſt the tenour of 
a flamatior tnany point. And if they the ſaid Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, 
ele officers of Cities 02 Townes cozpozate, oꝛ any of them, ſhall finde oz bee cer- 
| ned of any perſon oz perſons offending in any the points afozeſaid, That in 
ey ſhall and do immediatly cauſe all and euery ſuch Offendour and Offendours of 
K de condition ſoeuer, to be appꝛehended and committed to paſon to the common 
he Countie oꝛ place where they doe oꝛ ſhall inhabite, there to remaine till they ſhall 
me bound with ſafficient ſuretie no moꝛe to offend againſt this our Pꝛotlamatton
